Whether  you  had  a  moderator  inquiry  or  police  matter  brought  to  him 
you  always  received  a  very  appropriate  common  sense  reply  and  always 
with  a  little  added  banter  to  keep  you  on  your  toes.  We  certainly  will  miss 
him  dearly  as  you  could  not  help  loving  him  and  respecting  him  for  he  did 
many  deeds  above  and  beyond  what  was  necessary  to  help  many  of  us  over 
the  years. 

To  his  family  go  our  most  sincere  feelings  in  sharing  of  his  loss.  We  will 
never  forget  Lawrence  W.  Curren  as  he  is  now  part  of  the  permanent 
history  of  The  Town  of  Danbury. 
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SELECTMENS'  REPORT 

1979  has  been  a  year  of  continued  transitional  updating  of  office  and 
parliamentary  procedures  started  in  1978.  A  great  deal  of  work  and  co- 
ordination and  co-operation  among  the  office  staff  from  Selectmen  to 
Secretary  has  been  done,  in  order  to  facilitate  a  smooth  interface  action 
from  old  procedure  to  new.  The  accomplishment  of  this  goal  can  only  be 
attributed  to  the  sincere  dedication  and  co-operation  of  all  Town  Officers, 
and  staff.  The  understanding  of  the  citizenry  and  seasonal  residents  has 
been  most  appreciated.  Paralleling  two  systems  and  keeping  up  to  date  on 
official  business  necessitated  careful  task  accomplishments.  The  end  re- 
sults we  hope  are  swift  action  on  citizen  requests  and  simplified  office  pro- 
cedure that  can  be  understood  very  easily  by  newly  elected  Selectmen  and 
other  town  officers  and  also  interested  parties  that  take  the  time  to  review 
our  actions  in  this  office.  Color  coding  has  been  initiated  along  with  a  three 
year  revolving  filing  system  in  order  to  be  rapidly  referred  to  for  those  that 
come  by  and  ask  for  comparative  specific  information.  Increased  Chairman 
responsibilities  has  been  another  undertaking  thereby  having  someone  di- 
rectly responsible  for  actions  taken  by  the  Board.  The  chairman  now  con- 
trols the  meeting  in  an  orderly  fashion  eliminating  unnecessary  conversa- 
tion and  visiting  during  business  sessions.  Increased  citizen  awareness  has 
drawn  a  great  deal  more  people  to  our  meetings  and  many  questions  are 
raised  and  this  is  good.  We  appreciate  the  interest. 

It  is  becoming  necessary  to  have  a  regular  meeting.  Some  weeks  require 
one  or  two  other  wdrk  sessions  between  two  or  three  of  the  selectmen  dur- 
ing the  week.  Simplified  inter-office  memorandums  are  now  flowing  in  an 
orderly  fashion  due  to  a  careful  pigeon  hole  type  revolving  passing  of 
official  business  which  is  taken  care  of  by  the  secretary  who  makes  sure  all 
selectmen  see  and  initial  all  incoming  mail  and  inter-departmental  inquir- 
ies. This  phase  alone  keeps  the  secretary  busy  as  there  is  approximately 
four  times  as  many  reports  and  different  state  and  federal  form  require- 
ments now  compared  to  seven  years  ago,  when  this  chairman  became  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Selectmen's  office  is  now  more 
accessible  and  responsive  with  the  additional  secretarial  assistance. 

All  data  is  seen  and  reviewed  by  all  the  selectmen  as  a  result  of  the  re- 
vised office  procedures  and  the  chairman  has  the  responsibility  of  making 
sure  all  data  is  moving  in  an  orderly  manner  to  accomplish  swift  confirma- 
tion or  denial  of  debateabale  matters  that  may  come  before  the  board.  The 
chairman  has  close  working  relations  with  the  secretary  as  she  picks  up  the 
mail  and  anything  needing  quick  action  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Chairman  who  in  turn  has  the  responsibility  of  bringing  all  emergency  and 
unusual  pieces  of  business  to  the  attention  of  the  other  members  on  that 
particular  day.  This  action  and  responsibility  adds  a  great  deal  of  time  in- 
volvement on  the  part  of  the  chairman.  We  feel  it  is  appropriate  for  the 


selectmen  to  elect  a  chairman  if  in  their  judgement  such  action  may  be- 
come necessary.  Anyone  arriving  at  this  office  is  now  promply  recognized 
and  dealt  with  or  helped  in  a  formal  manner  speeding  up  the  business  part 
of  the  meeting.  We  have  been  complimented  several  times  regarding  this 
change  in  procedure.  Harmony  has  prevailed  at  all  times  and  heated  ex- 
changes are  kept  to  an  orderly  fashion  and  handled  in  a  dignified  manner. 

Much  more  work  has  been  the  end  result  of  this  close  working  relation- 
ship among  the  Selectmen  and  the  citizenry  are  aware  of  this  as  it  has  been 
brought  to  our  attention  that  changes  in  working  realtion  are  evident. 

Due  to  the  lack  of  snow  much  brush  cutting  has  been  done  with  the 
temporary  hiring  of  personnel  when  necessary  by  the  road  agent.  Much 
credit  and  well  deserved  acknowledgement  has  been  given  to  the  crew  that 
worked  on  the  Wild  Meadow  Bridge  because  of  the  smooth  working  rela- 
tions between  the  on  site  workers  that  kept  costs  to  a  minimum.  Proper 
recognition  will  be  given  at  Town  meeting  regarding  this  matter. 

Investment  of  idle  funds  has  saved  us  dollars,  and  an  increase  in  the 
BP  Tax  of  $10,000,  helped  cut  the  rax  rate.  Reduced  spending  at  Town 
meeting  also  helped.  We  cannot  emphasize  enough  the  importance  of  care- 
ful filing  of  inventories.  Thank  you  for  your  help  and  continued  interest  in 
Town  government.

TOWN  WARRANT 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Danbniy  hi  the  County  of  Merrimack  hi 
said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Danbury  on  Tues- 
day, the  11th  day  of  March,  next  at  one  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  Highways. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1 ,092.59  and  receive  the  State  contribution  of  $7,283.90  for  TRA. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  any  unexpended  sums  appro- 
priated for  Civil  Defense  and  the  Forest  Fire  Department  to  Capital 
Reserve  Funds  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  Sell  real 
estate  taken  by  the  Town  for  non-payment  of  taxes  or  by  Collector's 
deeds. 


7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

8.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $50,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  four 
wheel  drive  front  end  loader  for  the  highway  department.  The  above 
sum  of  money  to  be  raised  as  follows: 

$14,000  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  capital  reserve  fund  for  highway 
equipment,  $6,000  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  $30,000  to  be  raised  by 
issuing  a  long  term  note  for  six  years.  This  note  to  be  paid  in  six  equal 
installments  of  $6,000  each  plus  interest. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  amount  of  $3,000.00 
for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Highway  Equipment. 

10.     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000.00  for 
Improvements  to  the  Town  Hall. 


11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  gifts 
and/or  Federal  or  State  aid  in  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Danbury. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000.00  for 
bridge  repairs. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $300.00  for  the 
repair  of  the  Baptist  Cemetery  fense.  This  project  is  to  be  done  in  con- 
junction with  the  Grange  Community  project  for  this  purpose. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
adopt  "Bylaws"  and  "Ordinances".  "Ordinances"  to  mean  Munic- 
ipal Legislative  enactments;  with  "Bylaw"  reserved  to  mean  rules 
adopted  by  Private  Corporations:  Exclusive  of  appropriating  funds 
and  promulgating  Zoning  ordinances. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  use  of  setoffs  against  budget  appro- 
priations in  the  amount  indicated  below;  and,  further  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  make  pro  rata  reductions  in  the  amounts  if  estimated 
entitlements  are  reduced  or  take  any  other  action  hereon:

17.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the 
meeting.

Franklin  Comnmnity  Action  Program 


In  February,  the  Franklin  Area  Center  moved  from  the  Proulx  Rec 
Center  in  Franklin  to  336  Central  Street  in  the  old  Syndicate  Block,  to 
answer  the  need  for  more  room  and  better  accessability.  The  offices  for  the 
Area  Center,  C.E.T.A.  and  Family  Planning  are  on  the  second  floor,  and 
are  opened  from  8:30  to  5:00  weekdays.  In  addition,  we  visit  each  of  the  8 
area  towns  about  once  a  week,  and  we  do  home  visits  when  asked. 

All  our  programs  have  expanded  this  year;  particularly  Energy 
Assistance;  due  to  rising  fuel  costs  everywhere.  Our  Senior  Center  has 
about  55  visitors  a  day  now,  and  our  Elderly  Van  is  always  on  the  go.  New 
Rural  Bus  routes  allow  seniors  from  Salisbury  and  Andover  to  come  into 
Franklin  now,  and  our  Senior  Discount  Program  gives  them  good  reason  to. 
Our  Summer  Recreation  Program  distributed  free  bag  lunches  this  year, 
and  the  enrollment  doubled,  as  a  result.  C.A.P.  was  instrumental  in  obtain- 
ing a  HUD  Grant  for  renovating  Steven's  Mill  into  a  Senior  Housing 
Project,  which  should  be  opening  in  two  years.  All  in  all,  a  busy  year! 

We  still  have  openings  on  our  Advisory  Board  for  anyone  interested.

Any  restraining  orders  issued  will  require  the  payment  of  a  $25.00 
Fee.  There  will  be  a  door  to  door  census  taken  after  June  1,  1980.  Any  dog 
owner  or  keeper  not  having  their  dog  licensed  by  this  time  will  receive  a 
$15.00  fine.

REPORT  OF  THE  DANBURY  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Danbury  Planning  Board  held  the  4  required  meetings  plus  11 
special  meetings  or  abutters  hearings.  All  interested  citizens  wishing  to 
know  what  subdivisions  have  been  approved  or  rejected  are  welcome  to 
read  the  Secretaries  minutes  at  anytime  by  contacting  the  Secretary. 

The  required  meetings  for  1980  will  be  held  on  March  13,  June  12,  Sep- 
tember 11,  and  December  11. 

All  interested  citizens  are  welcome  to  attend  at  8  P  M  at  the  Danbury 
Town  Hall. 

The  1979  session  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  enacted  a  number  of 
new  laws  governing  planning  boards  and  subdivision  regulations.  Two  of 
the  laws  are  in  areas  which  relate  to  the  Danbury  Planning  Board. 
New  Definitloii  of  Abutter 
RSA  36:1  Ch.  323  •  HB  799  -  August  21, 1979 

The  law  adds  a  definition  of  abutter  as  follows:  "Abutter  means  any  per- 
son who  owns  land  within  200  feet  of  the  boundaries  of  the  land  under  con- 
sideration. A  way,  as  defined  in  RSA  259:1  XXXV,  shall  not  be  consider- 
ed to  be  a  barrier,  but  shall  be  included  in  the  distance  requirement  for 
determing  whether  a  person  is  an  abutter."  (Planning  boards  must  now 
use  this  in  determining  who  to  notify  when  subdivision  plats  are  being  con- 
sidered.) 

New  Notificatioii  Procedures  for  Consideradon  of  Subdivision  Plats  by 
Planning  Boards. 

RSA  36:23  -  Ch.  323  •  HB  799  •  August  21, 1979 

Requires  that  notice.be  sent  to  abutters  every  time  a  subdivision  plat  is 
placed  on  the  plannin^board's  agenda  for  consideration;  this  is  in  addition 
to  the  notice  required  for  the  abutters  hearing  on  the  plat;  costs  of  notices 
are  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant.  (This  will  require  our  planning  board  to  al- 
ter our  administrative  procedures  and  revise  the  wording  of  our  subdivis- 
ion regulations.)
